(Most of the current studies completed or planned 
by the member agencies are still directed toward 
estimating basic data on labor force , Only a few 
studies estimating labor productivity have been 
possible so far. Important gaps on labor input and 
output impede the planning and completion of studies 
on this deficiency. The intelligence community in 
the past has concentrated on labor force in the USSR, 
but recently has accumulated data pertaining to the 
European Satellites, end is now also conducting a 
ma,jor effort, on Corarauniet China.)

A. Analysis of Soviet Population Censuses 

(The census of population conducted by the 
Soviet government in January 1959 is expected 
to result in the release of a great amount of data, 
especially on the age and sex distribution of popula- 
tion and on the labor force in the IBSR„ A major 
effort is currently being made, principally 
in the Census Bureau’s Foreign Manpower Research 
Office to be prepared for study of the Soviet 
census results. AIR and CIA are providing major 
support in this effort.) 

B, Analysis of Chinese Rrpulation Data 

(The Census Bureau, supported principally by 
AIR, is currently beginning a major effort on 
analysis of available data on China. Great gaps 
of information are still apparent.)
